ment  is  a big  problem”  and  that 
it  is  possible  for  chemicals  in  the 
water  to  get  cooked  into  the  in- 
side of  heater  coils.  Clark,  as  a 
plumber  and  ex-water  commis- 
sioner, explained  that  any  one 
or  a combination  of  reasons 
could  cause  townspeople  to  lose 
their  hot  water. 

‘‘People  don’t  understand  the 
fundamentals  of  plumbing," 
Clark  said.  Thetemperature  in 
a boiler  has  to  be  180  degrees 
and  the  temperate  and  metering 
valves  have  to  be  working  cor- 
rectly, he  said  of  some  of  the 
factors  involved  in  the  proper 
functioning  of  a hot  water  heat- 
ing system.
